�� Selected as High Incidence Area based on pedestrian Selected as High Incidence Area based on pedestrian

�� 15 pedestrian collisions over 5 years (200615 pedestrian collisions over 5 years (2006--2010)2010)

�� Most crashes resulted in minor injuriesMost crashes resulted in minor injuries

�� Heavy student and commuter pedestrian activity Heavy student and commuter pedestrian activity 
related to land uses and public transportationrelated to land uses and public transportation

�� FiveFive--lane undivided section (Arlington Road to lane undivided section (Arlington Road to 
WoodmontWoodmont Ave.).Ave.).
